A  popular  teacher  and  coach  admired  and  respected 
by  all  here  at  B.Hii.  is  Mr.  Foley  who  has  broug^ht  much 
fame  to  this  school.  He  is  given  a  great  deal  of  credit 
for  the  advancement  of  school  football  in  the  state  of 
New  Jersey  and  also  for  the  status  of  coaches  and  other 
teachers  of  this  region.  As  football  coach,  he  has  won 
eleven  state  titles  and  at  one  time  compiled  a  defeatless 
string  stretching  more  than  forty-five  games.  In  addition 
to  his  work  as  an  athletic  coach,  Mr.  Foley  has  taught 
all  commercial  subjects. 

Born  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Foley  was  an 
all-sports  star  at  Gloucester  High  and  Salem  Normal 
School  and  began  teaching  here  in  1915.  During  World 
War  1,  he  was  an  ensign  in  the  Navy.  When  asked  his 
spare  time  activities,  he  stated  that  he  enjoyed  reading 
historical  novels,  attending  ball  games  and  traveling. 
His  parting  words  to  the  class  of  1956  are  a  quotation 
of  Benjamin  Franklin’s,  “Do  nat  waste  time  for  that 
is  the  stuff  that  life  is  made  of.” 


We  are  sure  that  the  mme  of  Bill  Foley  will  live  on 
in  the  hearts  of  many  students  for  the  inspirations,  ideals, 
and  characteristics  of  this  great  man.

Defensively,  Bloomfield  had  much  to  offer.  All- 
Stater  Joe  Yachimack  was  a  bearcat  at  tackle  and 
eventually  received  the  Frederick  W.  Newman  Most 
Improved  Player  trophy.  End  Gerry  Murphy,  mean¬ 
while,  led  the  team  in  pass  receiving  with  ten  aerial 
connections  to  his  credit  besides  excelling  on  de¬ 
fense.  Murphy  accordingly  was  named  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  at  the  conclusion  of  the  season. 
Tom  Fasulo,  Mike  Codella,  and  Bill  Maciunski  pre¬ 
sented  many  joyous  moments  for  B.H.S.  despite  the 
unpretentious  record.

TRACK 


OUTDOOR  TRACK 

Five  outdoor  track  records  were  smashed  by  Coach  Peter 
Wilson’s  1955  spring  combine.  Breaking  two  of  these  marks 
was  speedster  Bill  Lenskold  who  cracked  school  440  and  220 
yard  events  with  respective  times  of  49.6  and  22  seconds. 
Lenskold,  who  led  the  team  in  total  scoring  for  the  second 
straight  year  with  104  points,  was  selected  as  the  Most 
Valuable  Trackman  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Other  record 
setters  included  Don  Catino  in  the  javelin  with  a  toss  of 
175'  8",  Dick  Emberger  in  the  high  jump  with  a  leap  of  6'  l\ 
and  Len  Dramis  in  the  mile  run.  Dramis,  who  established  the 
B.H.S.  standard  in  4:31,  won  the  Essex  County  mile  cham¬ 
pionship  for  the  second  consecutive  season,  Emberger’s  jump¬ 
ing  distance  meanwhile  replaced  a  seventeen-year-old  Bloom¬ 
field  High  record  which  had  stood  at  5'  10".  Co-captained  by 
Cal  Keyler  and  Ken  Cestone,  the  cindermen  saw  their  string 
of  13  successive  dual  meet  victories  draw  to  a  dramatic  finish 
on  April  22  when  a  powerful  Columbia  squad  turned  the  tide. 
Although  they  did  drop  three  dual  meets  during  the  regular 
season,  the  Bengal  aggregation  finished  very  strong  as  they 
captured  their  last  four  encounters,  with  convincing  wins  over 
South  Side,  West  Orange,  Belleville,  and  Nutley.  With  a 
fourth  place  position  in  the  County  Meet  during  the  early 
part  of  the  season,  the  team  closed  out  its  spring  campaign 
after  a  5-3  dual  meet  mark  with  a  seventh  place  showing  in 
the  annual  State  Meet.

Cross  Country  reached  its  height  of  success  at  B.H.S. 
during  1955.  Displaying  exceptional  team  balance,  the  Red 
and  Grey  harriers  produced  a  sizzling  8-1  dual  meet  record 
besides  annexing  the  Essex  County  Cross  Country  Champion¬ 
ship  and  finishing  fourth  among  24  entries  in  the  State  Meet. 
Coach  Peter  Wilson  thereby  upped  his  harrier  record  to  27-11 
for  a  .711  pace  since  taking  over  the  tutoring  reins  at  Bloom¬ 
field  in  1952.  Captained  by  Wayne  Morris,  the  Bengal  runners 
were  powered  by  two  fleet  juniors.  Bill  Schwab  and  Ned 
Quinn.  Schwab  led  the  team  consistently  throughout  the  regu¬ 
lar  season  and  was  appropriately  awarded  the  Most  Valuable 
Runner  trophy.  Quinn,  on  the  other  hand,  improved  so 
steadily  that  he  recorded  the  fastest  time  of  all  his  teammates 
in  both  the  Country  and  State  Meets.  As  a  result,  he  received 
the  Most  Improved  citation  for  the  second  year  in  succession.
